Those very 
circles, which exploited our people through the prewar Yugoslav monarchy and cap- 
italist cliques, which were dependent on them, were one of the basic causes of the 
poverty of our prewar working people and, above edl, are responsible for oiar eco.- 
nomic backwardness, which is being overcome today by our working people with such . 
self-sacrifice. Those circles today show great * concern, * for the standard of 
living of our working people, and are trying to prevent us at all costs ft om de- 
veloping a heavy industry.”
